Treatiſe then the ſimple finding'ous of truch, God knowes how ever 
the DoRor pleaſerh to cenlure the purpoles of my heart, Viewing this 
Relolvers diſcourſe,for the fatisfation of my conlc.ence, I found it con- 
tuled, and not approaching the Cafe which now troubles the world 
Men enquire about the Lawtulncſſe of Reſiſtance of /nſtr ments : He 
anſwers concerning Reſiſtance of the King: Men demand, Whether 
Reſiſtance of ſubverſive Inſtrumenrs be the Refiſtance of Gods Ordi.. 
dinance forbidden, Rom. 13. He tuppoleth that which is the Queſtion, 
and makes that the ground of his Reſolve which is the ſole thing ac 
which the conſcience icruples, This put me on a Diſcourſe of Monar- 
chy, that ſo by adiſtint conſidering of the grounds ef true Policie, I 
m:ght both ſatishe my fclte and others : and not ſuffer mens coni- 
ences, {criouſly deliring found information to be either puzled or 
miſled by ſo confuſe and indirect a Reſolution, Yet ſomething theres 
which he likes in me,that 15,as much as ſerves his own turne. / dee With 
much ingenuity diſclaime, and with no [:ſſe reaſon confute ſeverall 
Aſſertions of other Writers,c.inp.2. Would he couldas well haye ſeen 
my conftutation of his, as af other errours : What I have (aid againkt 
tutn, as it proceeds from theTame imparriall ſpirit, fo it containes the 
ſame truth ; as, I doubt not, the jydicious Reader will dilcerne. But yer 
T hold the ground on Which their Abſurd aſſertions are raiſed, (c, that 
the Mixture i in the Supremacie of Tower, only I give the King, 
apicem porteltatis, the rp or exeellency of Power, that us, the King ut 
the crown or top of the head,c4c. Thus 1s he pleaſed to jeere me, bs 
how jultly it will hereafter appeare. And wheras I place the Authority 
of determining thelaſt conttoverſies in a mixt Government, not in the 
two Houſes, this he commends in me : bur thac 1doenot aſcribe it to 
the King ; This he exclaimes againlt, as a ready nury to iy <4 but 
Why, and how it is fo, he tells us not ; only promileth to ſpeake of it 
more below but where that below is, 1 cannot find. 

After he hach thus touched upon thole things which he is pleaſed to 
tax in my Treatiſe. He proceeds, p.4.. ro ſhew ys what his incent was 
of thirſt undertaking and now proceeding in this ment. Well: let 
us heare what it was, The zntent of bus firſt Treatiſe Wat to reſolve 
the Conſciences of miſled people, touching the wnlawfnint ſſ, - Armes 
now taken wp againſt the King. He erros in his propoſing of the very 
Gale, 1 bchieve he knowes no conſcience miſled touching this matter : 
The Cale which he ſhould have refolved, af be had done any thing, wis 
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The Vindication of the Treatiſe of Monarchy, 


touching the unlawfulneſſe of Armes now taken alt fubverting 
inſtrumencs gf the Government of the Kiogloan _ that the re« 
liſting of thele _=_ pes King; No TE it he who ſhootes 
2t 2 Wrong marke 1oote arrowes. 1S Wrong propol ne and 
ofaning of to weighty acaſe ( which I doubt was potty dons } 
jet me firit on work in thus buſinefle, Heare then the caſe more ſimply 
propoted : and I reter me to the conſciences of men, whether I come 
not neerer the truth of it, then this proponent hath done. The Houſes 
declare Religion and eſtabliſhed Government to be-in apparent dan» 
ger;by meanes of ſome ſubverſive Counlellours and Inſtruments about 
the King. This being ſuppoſed, they proceed according to Yore to the 
Ordinance and execution of the Mi/:t14,10 to reliit and apprehend thoſe 
Counſcllours an# Inſtruments from whom they had declared the dan- 
ger to ſpring. Thus put on the Do&tor to his firſt booke, ro reſ6/ve the 
conlciences of men, that it was unlawtull : Now ſce what courſe he 
tcls us he took to retolve men in this caſe, He undertakes to make good 
two Aﬀlertions. 1- Were the King (o ſeduced, it Were not ſafe to 
beare part in the reſiſtance of Armes now uſedggainſt him. 2. That 
the caſe 15 not (6, 45 they ſuppoſe, but rather apparently contrary, In 
the proofe of theſe two, he ſpends his whole book. Concerning the lat- 
ter 1 intend no controveriie with the Door : Would he could make it 
cleare to the ſatisfaction of the conſcicnces of all men ; that were the 
way indeed not only to ſatishiE mens conſciences, but co calme the 
Kingdome into a blefled peace. But the Doftor is bue ſlight in thac 
part ; and {aycs nothing, but what,as appeares in the Debare in the end 
of my Treatulg, mn y loone be an{wered out of the Declarations of the 
Houtics, and the freth memory of palt occurrents : And in this reply he 
hath not {o much as touched upgn that Chapt. of my book : Bur thac 
Which in his firſt Tract he mainely, and in this Reply he folcly labours 
to make good is the firſt Aſſertion, which is a univerſall one,and wore 
thy to be examined in all Ages and Governments, whatloever becomes 
of this preſent contentionan this Kingdome, Now concerning that 
T heſis, un my Treatile of Monarchy I have attirmed and contirined two 
things. 1. That if he could make it good, yet it were nothing to the 
bulineſlc he hath undertook ; which 1s to tatishe the conſcience con 
cerning the Unlawtulnefle of Reliſting Inſtruments, not the King, of 
which hee hath ſpoken very little or nothing at all. 2. Thatit he 
could prove that un lome Kingdomes where the will of the King is the 
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peoples Law, Reſiſtance of Inſtruments were unlawful, if aftuated by 
the Soveraignes will : Yet in Legall and Limited Governgaents,it doth 
not follow to be true : yet this he mult make good, it in. our p:elent 
caſe he ſatisfie mens conlciences as heundertakes. Thele two are the 
ſumme of my Anſwer to the Door in that Treatiſe, and if in this Re+ 
ply he doth any thing, he muſt ſpeake to theſe points. Something he 
hath here ſpoken concerning the Ordinance of God in Supremacy, Of 
Caſes of Reſiſtance ; of Kinds of Monarchy ,of the Conſtuution of thu 
AMeonarchy ; but how truly and tatistaCtorily, it is my part to examine, 
and let the world judge. 

But as if he had already cleared the matter, he procceds to giveſen. 
tence before the cauſe be heard ;: And dowbts not to call the contrary 
Reſolution a «11. qe of God and the King, p $ 1 antwer, If 
there be any. which will defend the lawtulnefle of taking Armes againſt 
the King, and in any cafe to reſiſt the Powers, They crolle the evident 
truth of Scripture, and Icondemae them : Yer me thinks the DoGtor 
deales ſomewhat ſeverely with them,to call them B a of God, 
for every crrour aboutghe word is not _ gy t a Wiltull and 
obſtinate ſpeaking evill of the things of God. Likewiſe concermang & 
King, if it be true that he be ſeduced ;-then it isho blafphemie, which 
alwayes is a fa/ſpocd, 1t itbe falle, yet it is inkumane to call it a b{;ſ 
_ ,when it impurecs nothing to him,but ro be ſeduced, which the 

et and moſt innocent Prince may be þ lure,if it be a blaſphemung it's 
of the Counſcllours ard ſeducers,tor to them the evill is imputed, 

Then p. 6, He comes to ſpeake of what he intends mn this pr-lent 
booke : /c. That he will cleare this point, That the Dottyne teaching 
that ſubjetts may take Armes againſt their Soveraigne for the ae- 
fence of Religion and Liberties, When in danger of ſubverſion, u 
deititute of Scripture ard true reaſon. Asl 1aid, {till he drives ata 
vaine ſcope ; to prove that which none denies : Let him prove, that in 
our Kingdome, Rcfiſtance of ſubverſive inſtruments is a taking Armes 
againlt cheir Soveraigne,and he does the work ; elſe he proves 1n vaine, 
But let vs {ee how 1n the proceſſe of this books, that will be cleared 
wiuch none doth deny, Firſt upon examination of places of Scripture 
:t will appeare, that Gods people were continually under K ings whuch 
they might not refiſt ec. What then 2 muſt it needs follow, that all 
other pcople mult coo ? But whether the word containes any thing

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diſpute. Secondly, Oporn the examination of Reaſon, it will appearye 
how inconſiſtent ſuch a Power of Reſiſt ance in ſybje(t; is With Govern- 
ment, &0.. Indeed he will make appeare a great matter ; would he 
would tpeake ſomething to the Queſtion, and nor proceed fo indiftint- 
ly; 1 kope 1n the procelle of his book he will come neerer to the bu» 
bncfle then here he promuſeth,. or clfe all our labour will be to little

Atcer he hath told us what great matters we are to expe&t in his Sc.zo 


booke ; he complaines how much his expectation hath been deceived 
by his Adverſaries. He confetles, They have great appearance of Reaſon 
r..1/ed on Ariltotles grownds or principles; (6 that at firit fight it ſee- 
med unreaſonable that (a hjett; ſhould be left withour this remedy. 
he {peake all this of Reſiſtance of their ſoveraigne, lure it ſeemes not at 
all »nreaſonable, but agreeable to all reaſon that fubjeRs ſhould be 
without this remedy :. It is dire&tly = the word and all found 
realon,that a people lifting up a Perſon above themlelves, and by facred 
Covenant giving him a Power above themſclves, ſhould afrerward on 
any pretence afſwne a power of Reſiſting that Perſon ang power, and 
violate their own Covenant art! Oattrot dueJubjeRion. But if that Per- 
fon be inveſted with a /imitcd Power : and he proceed to afts of meere 
arbitrarineſle without the limits- of that Power conferred on him 3 
Then it is all the reaſon in the world, that the Limiting States thould 
excrciſe an effeRtuall reraining PowEt by reliſting inſtruments of tuch 
arbitrary. and ſubverſive acts, and we have not a fillable of Scripture 
contradifting it. Bur it at ſeemed fo wnreaſonable tothe DoRor,thar 
lubj<ts ſhould be without this remedy ; why doth he contradict Rea» 
{on in a bulinefle within its compaſle 2 He tells you, He found Reaſon 
preſently checked with that ſaying of our Saviour, Mat.10.25, It i 
enough for the Diſciple that he be as his Maſter, And was this all 
the check your Reaſon had ? It is a very weake Reafon which would 
yeeld to fuch a check, What ? 1s every Chriſtian bound for hisoutward 
[tate to be in no better cafe then Chrilt was ? If he were pleaſed to be 
borne under an abfolute Government, to be of low and poore condis - 
tion, doth this impole aneceſlity on all to beno freer, no richer then 
he was ? A man would think his Reaſon were not. only check-d, bur 
broken, which ſhould fo argue. Let it be proved that by the providence 
of God we are brought forth under ſuch a Governement as our Ma: 
fter was, then willwe hold our iclves bound by tus examp!s, . to abide 
: B 3 quietly, 
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quietly in that condition we are borne to; but if God, 2s he hath dt; 
penſed to many a richer c{tate then Chrilt was plealcd to have, fo hach 
tous a freer Government ; then the Apoltle adviſeth us row/e it y@ 
ther,andnot to be trifled our of it,by a ſhew of our Matters example, in 
a Cale in which it binds no man. 

But in what hath his Adverfarics ſo much deceived his expeRation? 
Heexpetted expreſſe Scripture, but he find; thew altogether fayling 
enly their faith and perſwaſion is reſolved into an appearance of reaſn 
raiſed upon Ariltotles ground: and principles,p.6. M* Hooker might 
have taught hum that the intent of the Scripture is to deliver us eye 
denda ; bur in matters within the compaſle of Reaſon, it is enough 
we have evident reafon for it, Scriprura now contradicente : and lam 
confident the Scripture hathnot a tittle againſt tuch a Reſiſtence x51 
dot maintaine ; and we have realon enough forit. The Scripturews 
not given to preſcribe frames of Policie, waich are various according 
to the diſpoſition of people; Generall Rules there are for Goven- 
ments which being obſerved, Particulars, which fall under no letled 
Rule, are left to realon and the poktive Lawes of Nations to deter- 
mine. Yer we are not Wholy deftituce of warrant from Scripture,as the 
Door athrmes , but are better furniſhed then he, as it will appeare in 
the tequelL, If Buchanan, and 7unius Brutus, or any elle have raiſed 
any docrines on Ariſtotles grounds which will not conliſt with Gods 
Ordinance ſet downe in Scripture concernigg Authority, I am not 
bound to make good other mens excellcs : This Replier knowes, that 
as I repudite his Adcrtions tending to the ruine of all Liberties of 
States : So I hold it unlawfull to ute any force againſt the perſon, or 
Authority of the Supreame, even in the moſt Legall and limited Mo- 
narchy. Thercfore he doth me exceeding wrong m the clole of his firſt 
Scction, to lay, that, I agree With the reft to uſe what force they can 
againſt ſuch a Monarch for ſuppreſſing of his tyranny,c5c. Alll lay s, 
that Fonge may be uſed ; but neither againſt the Perſon nor eAnuthority 
of the Monarch, which m all Governments of that nature are to be 
held facred and inviolate.

And I athrm in{uchcaſe,and of ſuch 
Perſons Forceable Reſiſtance to be lawfull by the twoEſtates of Parlia- 
ment. This I prove by five Arguments, which here the DoRor doth nor 
touch, but rcterres them to the p,93. of this Reply. Only here he gives 
vsa Magiſteriall derermination without any proote at all.. Bur let us 
heare hisRelolution upon the cale. He dares noc openly to pronounce 
it unlawfull : bur diſtinguiſhes of Perſons and Times, as it he would 
yeeld it lawtfullin ſome, but not in others Certes, if for any, then for 
the two Eftates; it any, then Inſtruments of ſubverſficn + it ſimply 
one, Why doth he with {o great cautele diſtingurſh,. Well, audiamme 
diſtinguentem e If by thoſe —_ perſons be wnderſtood the 
Commanders and Sonuldiers of the Kings Armies, Tcannot ſee ( nor 
any man els, ] think_) bat that the Peſifting of rhems by a contrary Min 
litia, # areſiſting of the King, and anlawjfull,y.g: I aniwer, I cannot 
ſee,nor any manelle, 1 think, why Commungzr; and Son/dierr ſhould 
have a priviledge of ſubverting States and Governments more then 
other men : Can the Royall Power extend to give them an. urefiſtibi- 
liry,and notto others ? tes, if others may be reſiſted, 'much rather 
Commanders and Souldiers, becauſe there is greater danger of tubver- 
fron from them then from others : Their bgng Commanders and Souls 
diers makes them more dangerous,but not priviledged z Bur, he 
nor none,clſe can ſee, how ſach cantbcrefiſted, but 1r-maſt be areſufting 
of the King,avd unlawful. Perhaps he ws miltakenin ochers,: they may 
tave clearcr eyes then he hath :; Jn the p.52. of my Treatiſe, I have 
made it {nee clarixs, thatina Legal Monareby nt nota Reſiſting of 
the King. Then he proccedeth toanother fortot men which I hope may 
be reliſted.  Bue 5f by thoſe miſinsployed perſons be nndr ſtood other in- 
firnments of oppreſſion in times of peace, before it come to Armer, 
What of thele, may ſuch be reſiſted 2: Here he refolves very cauccloully 


ad timorouſly,, atter many words, p.10.. W4boxs prejudice to other 
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aſſertions of his of other reſiſtance, He conceives it not unreaſomably 
ts ſay, Firſt, if private men be ſodainely aſſaulted, and life inmi. 
wently endangered, and no meanes of avoiding by flight, then u yey- 
ſonall defence lawfull, for ſuch ſodaine aſſault carries no pretence of 
authority With ir, What is this to the matter ? we enquire not of re. 
fiſting aſſailants carrying no pretence of authority with them ; butof 
lubverters of Government warranted by the Kings will ; and carryi 

pretence of Authority,though they have none#® Secondly, It they come 
with pretence of Authority, there may be ſeeking redreſſement above 
from Authority but if that may not be had,yet no reſiſt ance. And who 
then minding to kill or rob, may not make a pretence of Authority, that 
lo he may cttc& his miſchicte without repugnance ? Burt yet the Do- 
Ror will give us a little more, The Miri tters of Power in each Conne 
ty, and rhe Howſes of Parliament alſo ( tor with him they bsequll ) 
may at firſt ſtay, reſtraine, aud commit ſuch miſimployed inſtruments, 
and {6 repreſent the matter againe torhe King, But 15 not this toreſiſt 
them ?

of Command for Governwent and the end of Government over 
which have, cach man for himſelf and his, ſct it up. So although 
ſecond (anſes have no Power by themſclves. to produce their c:&;

A Fourth ſort of the Doors /appoſals are concerning the Conf. 
twtion of this Monarchy, whitgh in words he granteth to be lim. 
(ed and mixed, but comming to "in: himſelte, he makes ſuch ali. 
witation of it and ſuch a mixtwre as is indeed none at all, being tobe 
found in the moſt Abſolute and fimple governments in the world : tor 
he every where ſuppoſeth it limited only worally in the exerciſe, not 
in the power : And fo mixed, that there is buc one imple power; « 
mixture made of one ſimple principle, tuch a one as never was heard 
of in the world before. And this he delivers on his bare word, never 
bringing any proote of it, thinking it enough it he can except aguinlt 
that which 1 have ſet downe concerning theſe chings in my Treatiſe, 
Among other Aflertions which I have there about the ſtate of this Go- 
vernment : there are two Which this = oppoſe. One is 
.31. That the ſoveraignty of our Kings u radically and fundamen- 
+ limited : which ] have made good by five wan. Mong, and added 
a ſolution to the two chiefe which may be made againſt ic. The 
other is, p.39. That the Authority cf this Land is of a compounded 
and mixed nature in the very root andconſtitution of it. This Thave 
confirmed by three Reaſons ; and have anſwered three Objettions 
which may be made againſt it, Now I delire the Reader m—_— to 

weigh what I have therefaid ; and to compare it with this 
Reply ; and then judge whether thoſe cruths ſtand not firme againſt all 
that is brought to infringe them. Burlet us ſee what he oppoleth, He 
proceedes not in any orderly courle, to ſet downe his Antitheſe; wd 
prove them ;z and to give Antwer to what I have brought on thecon- 
trary ; but firſt ſpends tome time in conſidering what this Govern» 
ment Was in its Originall; as it it mult needs remaine {hill ſuches it 
was at fir{t; and could not receiveany alterations, and graduall accom- 
plulhment in proceſle of time. And then he ſets on my Arguments, buc 

bow feebly we ſhall cafily diſcover. 

Here the firſt thing I did tax in the Doors booke, was that he afhr-

that our Kings bold by right of conqueſt, yea of three conqueſts. And 
that the Houſes of Parliament aremore tubjet to our Kings, then the 
Senate of Rome Was to their Emperours. Allo that the finall judgement 
15in One, Now how theſe fo openly contradictorie Ailcrtions can 
1nd rogether he doth not ſhew us. Only he challengeth my ingenuity, 
if ether he propoſed this as a concluſion to be proved, that »wr Kings 
are abſolute, p.21. Neither doe I attirme that he did : Only I tay, be 

1ds things contradictory ; that he holds fuch grounds which make all 
Kings abſolute, /c, that no ſupreme is or can be more then moratly li- 
mited. Indeed he fpeakes much of limitation morall z of limicationzn 
the excrcite of power ; this makes a great nouſe of /inrimation, but in- 
deed are but meere vailcs to cover over Abſoluteneſle, and make it the 
more paſlable, which he is aſhamed to propoſe to the world in ex- 
preſſe rermes. Suppole he did not mention thoſe conqueſts ro Win an 
arbitrary power to the K ng. Yet ſure in attirming more then ONCce, 
that he hath ſuch a right, he doth as much as it hefaid he may ale an 
arbicrary power if he will ; for it he hath a right of Conqueſt,he hath 
an Arbitrary right, by the Doctors own conteilion, p.22. and if he- 
hath arsght of Arbitrarineſſe, it is his lenity he doth nor uſe it.

bling-blocks, which are caſt in the way of thoſe which have not as 
yet come in, and ſubſcribed to this holy Covenanr.

Firſt, I anſwer, That it could never be proved yet(thou gh 
the re have been many papers vented pretendCing the probation ot it) 
that ſo much as regulaced Epiſcopoarte, was of Apoſtolicall irſtitu- 
tor, muchlefſe Prelacie an order of a fiigher ſirxine with all its Hie- 
rachicall Appurtenances, both bf them being held in the opinion of 
the mcſt and beſt Proteſtants urqueſtionable and obvious to all 
men, to be bur of humane infticution, 

An(v.'2: Secondly, I anſwer: Be it granted that their immunities 
and priviledges are ancient and legall within this Kingdume ; yer

3. Thirdly, they have ſer three _—_ together by the cares, 
vhich now lic weltring in their own blood. 

4. Fourthly, experience now ſhewes, there is no inconvenience in 
their wan?, cither in Scerland or England. 

ObjeR. 3. The third Objettion i, that here u ſacrilecge, 1% [poyling 
them, or a Church rather, of thoſe poſſeſſions and interefts, Which be- 
faae the right of d-dication, do by as good LaW and Title belong to them, 
4s any Libere and poſſeſſion aoth to other Subjes. 

Anſw. Be it granted, that the right of their poſſeſſions hold good 
by Law ; yet when their Order and Funion ſhall be diſanoulled 
by Law, there mult be a neceſſity of diſpoling their Revenues other- 
wiſe, to the benefit of the Church, and ſo the end of the dedication 
being kept, by diſpoſing them co that uſe whereto they were at firlt 


intended, it were vain and fooliſh to call this ſacriledge and ſpoiling '

Firlt I anſwer, that here is ncither Rebellion, nor in- 
piety in the leaſt kind, to endeavonr the extirp ation of thoſe by 
Armes , which have been the maine cauſe of this preſent warre a- 
gainlſt the Parliament, and enemies to Reformation ; with wh 
cauſe the King is now there in perſon, being ſeduced by evill Conn-

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our Liberties, and bring in Popery ; therefore we ſhall not defend 
our ſelves, our Religion and Liberties, nor labour to deliver the 
King from them, but on will ſay , we Covenant to compell His 
Majeſtic to that which m conſcience he cannot do , that is, to extir- 
pate prelacie; which brings me to my ſecond anſwer. 

Anſw. 2. Secondly I anſwer,that no oath is to be obſerved, but in 
licits & honefluw, ſo farre forth as the matter ſworn tois approved 
and found lawfull; and it holds good in Divinity, that ſuch oathes 
2s are not lawfull, are rather to be repenred of, thenperſiſted in. But 
npon pokticke conſiderations there needs not any repentance, where 
the ſame fower which ordained the things ſworn to, doth aſter 
the manifeſt inconvenience of it, with the preſent conſtitution of 
publike affaires,ordaine alſo the aboliſhment thereof: tor then the 
obligation becomes akrogether invalid ,, and in no wiſe binding to 
the {wearer : And therefore it is frivolous to ſay that-the King can- 
not be releaſed of ſuch an oath as he hath takento maintain Pretacie, 
unlefle the Prelates give conſent ; when at»the beſt ( to uſe the 
Language of the lexrned Exhorration to the raking of the Covenant) 
their whole governmenc is but & humane conſtirunion , and ſuch as is 
found and adjudged by both Motfes of Parliament : ( in which the 
jndpement of the whole 'Kingdom is involved and declared ) nor 
only very prejadiciall to the civill State, but alſo a great hindrance 
to the Reformation of Religion. 

His ſecond exception is againſt the fourth Article, whereby he 
fayes,he which enters this Covenant doth profeſſe, that he allow 
all thoſe which' adhere to His Majeſtic in this cauſe, ſhould” be

to Adminiſter the ſeverall Oaths ſpecified in the aforeſai4 Ordinances, 
unto ſuch Commiſſioners and Perſons ( which have not alceady taken 
the ſame) as by the true meaning of the ſaid Ordinances,or of this pre- 
lent Ordinance, or any of 'them, ought to take the ſame... And be it 
further Ordained by the ſaid Lords and Commons, That the Perſenall 
Eſtates of ſuch Delinquents and Papiſts within the Cities of Londox 
and Weſtminfer, and within twenty miles of 'the ſame, not yet ſeque- 
ſtred.nor diſcovered ; and which ſhall be diſcovered by the ſaid Sir 
William Brereton, or ſuch Perſon or Perſons as he ſhall Authorize un- 
der his Hand and Seale for that purpoſe, within two Moneths next af- 
ter the publiſhing in Print of this Ordinance, ſhall be allowed unto the 
{aid Sir William Brereton , for the furtber Advancement of the faid 
Service, pruvided thatthe ſaid concealed Eſtates exceed nat,the ſumme 
of five thouſand pounds : And that the faid Sir #. iam Brereton, or 
any Perſon Authorized by him , as aforeſaid, nor any of them, ſhall 
poſleſſe themſelves of the faid Papiſts or Deinquents Eſtates, before he 
or they acquaint the Committee of Lords and Commons for Seque- 
{trations therewith, to the end they may judge of the Nelinquencie of 
the Perſons, before his, or their Eſtates be ſequeſtred and taken away. 

And be it further Ordaiped by the Lords and Commorss , That the 
faid Sir William Brereton fhall vw Powerand Authority and 1$ bere- 
by required to Adminiſter the Covenant (appointed to be taken by the 
three Kingdomes of England, Scotland , and Ireland) to all Perſons 
within the {d County of Cheſter, and the County of the City of 
Cheſter, who ought to take the ſame (by the late Ordinance and In- 
ftrucions for that purpoſe ) and have not already taken it. 

And be it turther Ordained by the ſaid Lords and Commons , that 
the ſaid Sir Wiliam Brereton, together with the Deputy-Lieutenants 
and Committees, as aforeſaid, ſhall have Power to call b<fore them all 
Miniſters and within the County of Cheſter , = the

in their places to nominate and appoint ſach learned, able, godly, and 
fit Perſons, as they (with the a41vice and conſent of three, or more; 

odly and learned Divines of the ſaid County of Cheſter, which the 
l call unto them for that purpoſe) ſhall think fit 5 and (hall ca 

all ſuch Miniſters 2nd Schoolemaſters, ſo nominated, inted, and 
placed, to be put into poſſeſſion of the ſaid Churches hools, wha 
ſhall and may reſpeFivdy take, receive, and perceive to theit own u- 
ſes, the Profits and Revenues belonging to the (aid ſeverall Churches 
and Places, in as farge and ample manner, as the ſeverall Miniſters and 
Perſons in the ſaid teverall places have formerly uſed to do,

But the defeftive dulneſſe, Which admits of any thing, Will admit of 
the execution of La\ves, to Which neceſſity Will inforce the magiſtrate, 
Whereas Tyrannie u more attive, and pleaſcth it ſelfe in the exceſſe, 
With a falſe colour of juſtice : of the firſt quality there are not ſrequent- 
ly fourd, though ſuch natures are every Where: but they are nog troubled 
in ſeeking Empire, 6c. if by ſome errour of forture it incounter there 
Withall, they have ſome friend, or Wife to ſupply the defeft, Which cyuel- 
ty doth alſo belp to ſhadoWv. | 

But Tyranny is bold, and Would be reputed honouble for it is a fortu- 
nate miſchiefe, as long as it can ſubſiſt : nimaking, ſlaying, and de- 
ftroying mill:ons; and therefore he calleth Tyranny by the name of 
veritie, which Ariftotle calleth warſe then any vice, &c. 

In another place the ſame Author tells us that a tyrennicall city, 
(or Country) perſecuted by her We mercenaries With a deadly Warre 
«4 common thing, as being upheld by mercenarie Forcery and it is com- 
mon that mercenaries are falſe, and as Common that alf Wwarre made

of Government, nat reſpeFting the good of the Subic but onely the plea- 
far of Hhe and, I apply nothing, let. the ding reader 
make his owne applications : but 1- purpoſely relate this Authors 
words, becauſe he was knowne to our archcſt- enemits. to be no 
Toung-head, (as they are pleaſed to ſtile all that thus, argue). nor 
Was he partiall to theſe times, nor ifhfeted with the. Þctions of che 
Spaniſh, or French, as now our mercinaries are,:. he, was . noy pet- 
rucious to the State 2s thoſe that came after him : dying, he left 
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them rules todire& chem, who are Courtiers now as fic was thengbut 
not ſo honeſt: they have moſt unworthily revolted from hond ſty,and 
baſely flattered our Soveraign, who they have treacherovfly drawn 
to countenance their baſe ty rannucall cruelties, ſhrowding them- 
ſelves and their lawleſſe ſavage 3s, under his Majeſties Authority:

mak-s men more honeſt, but mare ſecure, and is not ovely the Orna- 
m nz, but the aſſured ſafety of Kingdomes : by Which Princes have 
attained long life oc. but the power of Tyrants ts execrable and ſhore, 
Therefore Seneca ſaid well, chat he abuſeth himſelfe, that [uppoſeth 
a Kin uſerrre inthat place Where there ts not any but that are afraid 
of him : Cl-mency Will ſecure a King in the opzy fi:ld: Seneca of Cl-- 
mencie, 1.1. C. 19. bis onely impregn.able fortreſſe * the Lows of hu 
Subj:0:; whereas vident rule agu: It Lawes (as Sharron ſpeakes, 
is the cauſe of Inſwrre8im of the people anainft the Prince; becauſe uf 
Tyranny, to drive himaway and pluck him from hts Throne. ef 
Tyrant (laith Sir W.R.) and.x King in appearance have one and the 
ſme dignity; the differenct is that Tyrant: tak» pleaſure in their Ty- 
ran, but Kings e Puſt ice npan cauſe, ani neſſicy, 

Whence is it then that three Kingdomes are now at onceop- 
preſled withour jultice 3 the Subj.s robbed, ſpoyled, plundred, 
wounded, killed, maſſacred, and buried alive : their houſes, goods, 
corac, Villages and Townes, burnt with fire?

The next evidences were concerning M. Richard Gelborne, Gentle- 
man, M. Calvin Breen , M. Peter Lee, and others who were cenſu- 
red in the High Commiſſion Court at Yorke, ondy for that out of no- 
velty they went to fee M. Prynxe in his paſſage through Cheſter to- 
wards Caernarvan , after Golhorne was fired 300.1. Lee 200, and 
Braen 500. and at laſt according to the ad vice of Do&#or AMerriche, 
(to whom they gave at ſeverall times 35. pounds for accefle to his 
Lordſhip) two Butts of Sackeof 48. /. were preſented to the Arch. 
Biſhop, which were received and kid into his Sellat at Lambuh,, and 
the Meſſengers that brought them rewarded, - Other Teffimonics, 
W, Stone, Richard Orab. 

The next was Sir Rahph Afpleyer caſe, who having 2 good Leaſe 
worth 1200. /. per. An. for three lives, the reverſion to the Arch- 
Biſhop of Canterbury, who though he d welt out of the Biſhops Ju- 
riſdi&ion, was brought into the High Commiſſion Court , where the 
conſequence of all came to be this : That he ſhould furrender up bis 
Leaſe, and take another for 21. yeares, and pay a good Fine, and there- 
upon there was an end of that buſineſle, til the beginving of this Par- 
lament, when his latle Grace ſent for the ſaid Sir R.a/ , and gave him 
back his Leaſe, to prevent his complaining of i in Parhament.

Robert Thompſon 
gallantly commanded a forelorne guard of Musketiers, and entred the 
town with much honour, It was alſo further informed by thoſe Let- 
ters, that Sir ifaw B alfoury Forces had been in feverall skirmiſhes 
with the Enemy ,and had taken divers of rhem ptiſoners, 

Lincolnſhire. 

The face of affaires in Lincolnſhire, ſince our laſt weeks Intelligence, 
we very much changed : God ting us to {uffer by the enemy for 
our many ſins, our hves being Ul unreformed, and weltill finning xfter 
deliverances.
